Tasre are two ways of gaining one’s 
ends with an Eastern nation, either 
one of which is capable of - being 
carried to a successful issue if consist. 
ently applied. On the one hand we 
may make the scheme which we intend 
to have carried out, without consultation 
with those to whom it has to be applied, 
and by force of character or the 
supreme decision of foree compel its 
acceptance. On the other we may 
make a request, support it by argu- 
ments, and without any undue display 
of an intention to resort to extreme 
measures, so far justify our own 
position that, if at the last moment 
such an appeal should become neces 
sary, both parties will be able to 
see that a resort to extremes was 
undertaken, and only after a fair 
discussion open to both parties. Both 
these systems havo been tried in China, 
and both have met with partial success. 
‘There is, however, a considerable dif- 
ference in the final result, “A man may 
take a horse by force unto a springing 
well. To make hita drink against bis 
wish, no man may him compel.” 
So we may wring. concessions out 
of a people, just and proper in them- 
selves; but, our demands having been 
founded on no display of reason to 
those by whom they were to be con- 
ceded, the concession, granted’ ‘in- 
voluntarily, leaves a rankling sore 
rather than a satisfied conviction. Such 
2 concession requires continual watch- 
ing to prevent relapse, and too often 
needs the exercise of at least passive 
force to secure even an outward con- 
formability. ‘The other, though in the 
continual change of men’s motives and 





opinions liable to be occasionally upset 
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yet on the whole continues fairly to hold 
its way by the innate force of reason- 
ableness. One moment's relaxation or 
indecision dissipates the advantages, 
moral or physical, of the first ; but when 
men have once admitted the appeal to 
their reason, the same arguments which 
went far to convince them originally 
can be again applied with more telling 
force. A mistake committed in carry- 
ing out the first policy is apt to be 
fatal; many false moves in the second 
may be recovered by careful and 
well balanced argument, subsequently 
brought into play. 

Both these policies have, as we have 
said, been applied in China; and though 
neither has been exclusively practised by 
any nation or any one set of diplomatists, 
we may not be far out in denominating 
one as more peculiarly the French, 
the other. the Anglo-Saxon style 
of extending our influence. It is 
difficult to comprehend the acknow- 
Jedged failure of the French to gain 
fa strong footing in Asin, unless on 
some such ground as that they have 
failed to attract the reason of the people 
to their side. Saigon stands ‘alone as 
French territory in the Far East, and 
ib scarcely needed the lament of the 
President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
to show how much that colony failed in 
the ordinary evidences of prosperity. 
French Government is upheld there at 
a great expense; but French trade or 
French influence, apart from what is 
Kept up by actual force, has no real 
existence, We have recently had many 
examples of the style of gaining con- 
cessions which we have first mentioned. 
Tt is in no spirit of reason that we 
see edifices like the church at Feng- 
hwang-shan dominating a large district 
of country. The Shining Cross of the 
late Anson Burlingame here indeed 
uprears its head; but under circw 
stances to which the Founder of Chris- 
tianity was a stranger. The same may 
be said of the cathedrals at Canton 
and Peking, and other edifices of a 
similar class, We are glad to see every 
blow. struck at the degrading influences 
of Féng-shui and its attendant evils, 
but one stroke from the hammer of 
reason is more effective than a hundred 
dealt under the influence of force. 
Even more damaging than the method 
in which the policy we have sketched 
out has been inaugurated, is the vacil- 
lating manner in which it has been 
supported, When the Earl of Strafford 
was sent as Viceroy to Ireland, -his 
motto was “Thorough,” and a policy 
which rans counter to the current 
methods of a people, to be successful, 
aust be thorough. Lord Justice Chris- 





tian, in his recent pamphlet on the Irish 
Judicature, puts a somewhat similar 
phase of affairs not inaptly. “There 
are modes of dealing with Irish dis- 
affection, one of which is sure to fail, 
the other to succeed if only it be con- 
sistently and resolutely persevered in. 
The first is alternate bluster and eajole- 
ment—to-day proclaiming that at all 
hazards the integrity of the Empire 
must be maintained, to-morrow that 
the wishes of the Irish people must be 
deferred to, which ‘Irish people’ tho 
enemies of the British connection in- 
varinbly assume to mean themselves. 
‘These things but add fuel to the flames. 
‘The other mode is steadfast, persistent, 
uncompromising action. I do not mean 
physical-coercion, but the sort of action 
which will be most likely, if anything 
can do it, to supersede the necessity for 
that ultima ratio.” 

Recent events in the French Settle- 
ment are only the natural result of 
attempting to carry out the first named 
line of policy. Had the ideas of the 
Chinese Guild been in the first place 
consulted, to all appearance no occasion 
would have been afforded for ill-feeling. 
The differences about the line of the 
road might readily, as the event has 
proved, have been adjusted without ill- 
feeling or detriment to public con- 
venience, The Council, however, per- 
sisted in what they believed to be their 
egal right, and when their measures 
met with opposition, the bad precedent 
of concession was resorted to. The 
position. unreasonably assumed in the 
first instance was finally yielded when 
it became evident that its retention 
must lead to the employment of force 
not at the command of those at the 
head of affairs. We fear much lest 
the events of Sunday and Monday 
last be the forerunners of further 
trouble.

The great event of the week has been 
is riot on the French Concession, 
in which several foreigners and Chineso 
were badly injured, and eight Chineso 
killed. ‘The origin of the riot was an ob 
jection by the Ningpo Guild to certain 
roads which tho French Municipal Council 
wished to run alongside their Joss House, 
and which the Guild declare would pass 
over land that is full of graves, They had 
been remonstrating for some time against 
the Council’saction, but ao far ineffectually, 
although the question had not been closed. 
It is dificult to learn the immediate causo 
of Sunday's outbreak—whether it were the 
spontaneous act of the Ningpo men, (of 
whom there aro many thousands in Shang- 
hai,) or whether it were inspired by the 
Guild in the hope of supporting their re- 
monstrance. .We incline to acquit the lat- 
ter, and to attribute it to an accidental 
collision with the police, which in the ex- 
cited state of popular feeling was sufficient 
tocause outbreak. Atany rate the riot was a 
most serious one, and necessitated the 
calling out of the Volunteers, and the 
landing of men from the American and 
French mon-of-war in harbour, ‘The Con- 
sul General gave in to the demand of the 
Guild, on the second day, and quict was 
restored. Full particulars will be found 
‘on other pages of our paper. 

‘Matters seem now to be perfectly quiet 
on the French ‘Concession, and it would 
be well to withdraw the Chinese soldiers 
who are stationed about the streets, ‘The 
Chinese themselves dislike their presence, 
for reasons sufliciently familiar to every 
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‘one who knows what a Chinese soldier is ; 
and their bearing will be very apt to cause 
collision with some foreigner who under- 
stands Chinese and dislikes to be scowled 
at, Besides, it is weak to have Chinese 
soldiers protecting (!) a foreign settlement. 

‘We have received a copy of the Munici- 
pal Budget Estimate for 1874-5, which we 
review at length elsewhere. The income 
for. 1873-4 (including Tis. 21,000 raised 
by loan, and Tis. 7,500—proceeds sale 
of iron bridge) was Tis. 265,005.96, and 
the expenditure Tis. 264,844.97 (includ. 
ing Tls, 15,899 deficit left by the Council 
of 1872-3). The estimated income for 1874-5 
is Tis, 237,160, and the estimated expendi- 

“ture exactly equal. 

‘The postponement of the Annual Meeting 
of Ratepayers from the ‘11th to the 18th 
inst, is notified, various causes having 
hindered the publication of the Report for 
the past year. 

‘A sale of Race ponies was held on Tues- 
day at the Horse Bazaar, when nearly 50 
were offered, Half the number were 
actually sold, at prices generally from Tis. 
50 downwards, For Doubloon the winner 
of the Griffins, Tis, 450 were offered, but 
he was reserved at ‘ls, 600, and Maron 
Glacé was bought in at Tis. 375. Pice was 
sold for Tl. 150, Jossakeed ‘Tis, 100, 
Gownee Tis. 80, Alone Tis. 55, Savernake 
‘Tis. 40, the rest generally at lower rates, 
‘unless bought in, 

‘The A. D. ©. gave their fourth perform- 
ance for the season on Wednesday. It had 
been intended for Tuesday, but the alarm 
on Monday night interrupted the dress 
rehearsal, and compelled a postponement. 
Fortunately, as the mail day has changed, 
it was not driven on to an inconvenient 
day, and came off with the success that 
always attends A. D. ©. entertainments. 
In Possession” did not go off with quite 
the. amount of life a farce should, though 
some of the parts were very omusingly 
sustained. “Checkmate,” however, was 
capital throughout; the leading parts 
cleverly done and the subsidiary well filled. 
‘The scenery also evoked applause. The 
Orchestra under M. Remusat played three 
selections in their usual,admirable;style. 

We publish to-day the minutes {of meet- 
ings of the French Municipal Council for 
April. At the meeting of ist April, the 
Chairman was instructed to express to the 
‘Consul-General the regrets of the Council 
upon a measure entailing the closing of 
Chinese Theatres, and affecting cou 
quently the Municipal revenues. ‘The sum 
of Tis, 1,000 voted on behalf of the Shang- 
hai General Hospital was maintained in 
the new Budget. The Secretary was in- 
structed to enquire of Mr. Thomson re- 
garding the value of a piece of land in the 
village outside the West gate, taken in order 
to widen the Sikaway road—with a view 
to compensating the owner. The Council 
rejected the request of the Trustees of the 
Ningpo Joss-House that they should alter 
the direction of the Ningpo and Saigon 
‘Roads—which iad been defined since 1863. 
It will be seen, therefore, that the Chinese 
were agitating this question fully a mouth 
ago.” Draft proposals of the Budget for 
1874-75, and a project for retiring allow- 
ances for the employés of the Secretariat 
and Police, were read, and the documents 




















ordered to be circulated among the mem- 
bers, for their consideration. 

At the meeting of 14th April, the Coun- 
cilagain ordered application to be made to 
the Belgian Consulate, for the return to the 
Municipal Archives of the documents 
deposited at the Consulate as evidence 
in the case of Godaert, The Budget 
for 1874-75 was adopted, as well as,’ in 
principle, the project of retiring allowances 
already mentioned. The Secretary was 
requested to inform M. Aymeri that, in 
consequence of the decision of the Council 
in the matter of road lines and encroach- 
ments, certain houses constructed on the 
Quai des Fossés must be placed according to 
the line determined by the Road Agent. The 
Couneil approved the expressions of thanks 
addressed by the Chairman, in its name, to 
the Chief Engineer of the Shanghai Fire 
Departmeint, and to the Commander of 
H. M.S. Cadmus, in recognition of the as- 
sistance afforded by the force under their 
orders during the recent large fire in the 
East quarter of the Concession. 

It was agreed, by arrangement with 
the English Council, to designate the 
bridges across the Yang-king-pang by 
numbers ; that connecting the two Bunds 
being No. 1, and those at the inner roads, 
from that up to No. 8. ‘The Council did 
not recognise the necessity for erecting a 
new line of telegraph, proposed by Mr. J. 
D. Bishop, and intended for the transmi 
sion of fire alarms between the Municipal 
Hall and Kin-lee-yuen Godowns, seeing 
that a line already exists communicating 
with the East Gate Police Station, but 
fa short distance from the terminus sug- 
gested. It also considers that there is no 
need to replace the wooden by iron posts. 
Mr. Hennequin was appointed Municipal 
representative on the Board of the Gas 
Company, in succession to Mr. Mackintosh. 

‘The body of a marine, dressed in full 
uniform, was picked up in the river on 
Saturday morning. _ It was past identifica-. 
tion, but is supposed to be that of a man 
named Mullaney, who while on guard at the 
gangway of the American man-of-war 
Lackawanna, early one morning during her 
recent stay in this port, suddenly fell over- 
board in a fit, to which it appeared he was 
subject. 

We have to acknowledge (rather later 
than usual) the Customs Gazette for the 
last quarter of 1873. ‘The Shanghai report 
was however, as usual, issued separately, 
in advance ; aud we have already sum- 
marised its leading features. 

Our Pexine Correspondent writes that 
the Peruvian mission was to leave for 
Tientsin on the 27th, there to conclude 
negociations for a treaty, with Li Hung- 
chang.—The examinations for the degree of 
Tsin-sze commenced on the 23rd.

of the 1st May, we learn that the report 
in reference to a revolution in Conga was 
« generally believed by the Chinese ;” and 
that news was expected in a few days, as 
to whether the country would again per- 
mit Western Manufactures to cross its 
frontiers. 

‘The Foocuow Herald states that Admiral 
Shadwell is expected to visit that port 
shortly, accompaied by a portion of the 
squadron under his command, and, efter 





‘abrief stay in port, will proceed north. 
ward.—It also notes that the usual 
exodus of Teamen and others connected 
with the supply of the leaf is taking 
place, and the customary preparations 
are being made for the coming season,— 
The Herald hears rumours from Amoy 
that the expected difficulty, between 
Japan and China in re Formosa has been 
amicably arranged, but. cannot place much 
credence in the hearsay.—A fire occurred 
in the Settlement on the 27th. It broke 
out in a Josshouse, and burned briskly 
for some hours ; happily a high firewall 
prevented it from spreading.—The Foochow 
A.D. ©, gave their last performance for 
the season on the 27th. 

Conflicting news comes from Japan re- 
garding the Formosa Expedition, The 
Yokohama papers unanimously announce 
that it has either been postponed or. aban- 
doned,-and seem to think there is an in- 
tention to divert it towards Corea, But 
the reason given for this change of plan, 
the adverse attitude which China seems 
inclined to take, would probably be found 
to operate also to some extent in the caso 
of Corea, Yet it might be supposed from 
the small force which China is reported 
to have sent to Formosa, that it is only a 
corps of observation. In opposition, how- 
ever, to the intelligence from Yokohama 
is that from Nagasaki, which tells only 
of active and extensive preparations, 
Either the orders said to have been sent 
there from Yedo have been disregarded, 
or the rumours set afloat on the North, 
were simply a political blind. At any rate, 
up to the time the New York left Nagasaki 
(Monday), ten vessels are reported to have 
started for Formosa, ‘The later departures 
included the Stonewall (ram,) and two 
merchant vessels, the Giraffe and Bohemia, 
Allare officered by Europeans, and pro- 
vided with the latest warlike appliances, 
So many 4s 7,000 troops, it is believed, 
will soon arrive at the seat of opora- 
tions, and recruits were coming in daily.— 
‘The question of the neutrality of foreign 
vessels chartered to carry troops or stores 
for the Expedition, in case of a complica 
tion between China and Japan, has been 
brought up; and wo understand that it 
was in consequence of a telegram from the 
U. S. Minister at Yedo to the U. 8. Consul 
at Nagasaki, that the New York tranship- 
ped her Government freight there, instead 
of clearing for Formosa, 

Nacasakr papers contain details of the 
arrival of sundry troops and ships for the 
Formosa expedition, as set forth in an 
article which we reprint elsewhere from 
the Ezpress.—A Public Hall and Theatre 
is to be erected at a cost of $1,000. 
It is to be built on part of the Club lot, 
in the rear of the Bowling Alley, and 
the entrance will be from the back of the 
lot. The extreme dimeiisions of the build- 
ing will be eighty feet in longth, in 
breadth thirty feet, eighteen feet high in 
the body of tho building, and twenty-two 
fect at the stage end. ‘The contract in- 
cludes the fitting up of the proscenium 
and stage, footlights and shades, a double 
set of side and back scenes, and also two 
dressing rooms, which are to be built off 
the stage.—The names are given of 
twelve insurgent leaders lately executed 
at Saga, Among them is Yeto Shimpei, 
who was formerly a Cabinet Minister.

‘THE RIOT ON THE FRENCH CONCESSION. 


‘Tue origin of the riot. on Sunday was 
a, difference between the French Muni- 
cipal Council and the Ningpo Guild, 
about two roads alongside the Ningpo 
Joss-House. These roads —running 
south and west close under the walls 
of the Joss-House—have existed on 
paper for ten years; but the Council 
have lately begun to metal and roll 
them; and the Ningpo Guild at once 
remonstrated that they ran through an 
old graveyard belonging to the Guild, 
and over an infinite number of coffins. 
‘The graves we believe were levelled 
during the military occupation of 
Shanghai by the allies, and the Chinese 
have never since attempted to raise the 
mounds; but their tradition was not lost, 
and the running a road over them 
seems‘ to be regarded much as we 
should regard a road through an old 
cemetery. The Council may urge that 
the whole French Concession was 
originally a cemetery, and that there is 
no more reason for objecting to the 
present roads than to any others. But 
the Chinese had little voice in the 
earlier days, and may perhaps object 
the more, the more nearly the roads 
approach their Joss-House. Besides 
which, it is said, they have a vague 
further fear that the Burial Ground 
across the rond may also be encroached 
on, In ordinary cases, a foreigner buying 
a piece of land with a grave on it can 
have the coffin removed by paying some 
compensation. But the case is different 
with the land in question; itis a pauper 
burying ground, and crowded with 
coffins, the flimsy construction of which 
in the first instance makes removal 
after a term of years a serious 
difficulty. The objection to emptying 
a cometery too, is naturally stronger 
than to removing a solitary coffin. Much 
representation has been made by the 
Guild to the French Council and the 
Consul-General, in this sense ; and work 
had, we are told, been suspended for a 
week or ten days, pending negotiations. 
An interview had in fact been arranged 
for Monday afternoon, between certain 
members of the Guild and the Chairman 
of the Council, on the subject. The 
outbreak is therefore less intelligible 
than it would have been, had the matter 
been forced to a conclusion in defiance 
of the Chinese wish. ‘The inference is 
either that the people must have thought 
their wishes were being disregarded ; 
and, by constant talk and look- 
ing at the work begun, ‘excited them- 
selves to riot—or that it was the result 
of an accidental collision with the 
Police, which acted as the match to fire 
the train. 

Unfoztunately, however, the merits 
of the case are almost put aside by the 
outbreak. Many think the Chinese feel- 
ing a natural one, and that the Council 
would have done wisely to alter some- 
what the direction of the road, to meet 





their views. But what might have 


been wisely conceded in negociation, 
cannot be wisely yielded to violence. 
The ground is now completely changed ; 
and the Consul-General will, we pre- 
sume, feel it incumbent on him to 
demand redress and compensation for 
the injury done to individuals 
and to property in the Conces- 
sion, before the wish of the Guild 
can be again listened to. After quiet 
has been restored, and full repara~ 
tion bas been made, it will be time 
to re-open the negociations so violently 
interrupted. Though regretting in- 
finitely the riot and loss of life which 
have resulted from so trifling a cause, 
this is, we believe, the general view of 
Foreigners in Shanghai. 

‘The trifling value of the point at 
issue makes this loss of life the more 
deplorable. The roads in question are 
by no means important thoroughfares, 
and the offer which we understand was 
made by the Guild, to lay out at their 
own expense an adjacent track, might 
have been accepted without public in- 
convenience. It is one of the unfor- 
tunate consequences of the riot that it 
puts both parties more widely asunder. 
Just as the French Council cannot yield 
to mob violence, so the Chinese are en- 
raged by the loss of life that has occurred. 
In this case it is not so easy to judge 
after the event, as the old proverb 
declares. Violence can only be repelled 
by violence, and the firing of soldiery 
on @ riotous mob is often a necessary 
act of severity. But in this case no 
organised force was present; had it 
been so, it is likely that the mere dis- 
play would have been sufficient to dis- 
perse the rioters. A Chinese mob is 
savage, but far from brave; and the 
appearance of a Company of Marines or 
Rifles with bayonets at the charge, 
would have cleared the street. In the 
absence of organised force, the action 
of individuals is more likely to in- 
flame than to cow the insurgents; and 
an individual is only justified in shoot- 
ing a man, to punish or repel an act of 
violence. Whether the fatal wounds 
inflicted on Sunday were all given 
under this provocation, it is difficult to 
say. No doubt great provocation was 
given, but the fear in such cases is that 
the innocent too often suffer for the 
guilty, and that irresponsible men may 
act where responsible officers would see 
reason to refrain. 

1. 
Swe writing the above, we regret 
very much to learn that the Consul- 
General has,—in opposition to the 
wishes of the French Council, in op- 
position also, we believe, to the wish of 
his colleagues, and in opposition we 
are sure to tho general wish of the 
community—summarily ceded the ques- 
tion at isstie to the Chinese. And he has 
done so, apparently,. not only without 
informing the Council but without 
consulting his colleagues who had so 
frankly supported him. The transla~ 
tion which we print elsewhere, of a 
proclamation issued by M. Godeaux in 





the course of the afternoon,'vouches 
for the first of our assertions; the 
dignified and firm language of the 
Treaty Consuls in the minutes which 
we also publish, vouches for the second; 
and the vote of censure on the action 
of their representative passed by the 
‘Municipal Council at their meeting yes- 
terday, supports the third. Diplomatic 
courtesy may prevent M. Godeaux’s 
colleagues from expressing their feeling 
so freely as we can express our own. 
But we have no hesitation in saying 
that he seems to us to bave been 
lacking in courtesy towards them, 
towards the American and British Na- 
val Officers, and towards the Volunteer 
Corps, who were all supporting him, by 
his sudden surrender. Even the view 
of the Taotai, as expressed in the brief 
report of the Consular Meeting, vir- 
tually condemns M. Godenux’s action ; 
and H. E, went further, if we are not 
misinformed, than he is there reported 
to have done—he thanked Foreigners 
for the assistance that had been ren- 
dered by the display of force on Sunday, 
in repressing the riot. We believe we 
may fairly say that the Foreign Com. 
munity of Shanghai has, for years past, 
endeavoured to establish good fecl- 
ing with the native residents, by 
a considerate treatment of all sub- 
jects of dispute. And we repeat our 
belief that, in the present instance, the 
sympathies of residents on this side of 
the Yang-king-pang are not altogether 
in favour of the French Council on the 
actual point at issue. It is thought 
that the roads were unimportant, thab 
the prejudices of the Chinese wore real, 
and that an earlier concession, or qis- 
play of a disposition to concede the 
point at issue, would have averted 
much trouble. But we are equally 
sure that we express the view of ail 
foreigners in saying that the precedent 
of yielding to mob violence is a dan- 
gerous one; and that, after the in- 
cidents of Sunday evening, no word of 
concession should have been listened to 
until quicé had been restored and the 
rioters punished. M, Godeaux’s action 
can, hardly fail to encourage the 
Chinese in a belief that riot is a good 
moans to their end, in case of future 
dispute. But it will be unfortunate 
for them if they attempt to repent their 
tactics, in dealing with a Consul cast 
in a sterner mould. 





THE MUNICIPAL ESTIMATE. 


Tue estimated Municipal revenue for 
1873.4 was Tls. 280,202, and the actual 
income was Tis. 236,500. ‘The estimated 
revenuie for Tis. 1874-5 is Tls. 237,160 ; 
and we may hope that there is sufficient 
elasticity in our finance to yield a small ” 
surplus. Otherwise, income and ex- 
penditure are exactly balanced in tho 
Estimate. The hope of increased income 
is based on the Foreign House Tax, Land 
‘Tax, Jinrickshas, Native Cargoboats and 
Native Houses of Entertainment. The 
‘Wharfage Dues were estimated last year 
to yield Tis. 95,000 and actually gave 
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Tis. 99,000; this year they are again 
set down at the latter figure. These are 
the only noteworthy changes on the 
revenue side of the budget. 

Under the heading of Expenditure, 
more changes are proposed. Two 
great steps in the right direction are 
made, in reducing the General Establish- 
ment and increasing the appropriation 
for Works. And we are glad to see 
the Council admit that there is fur- 
ther room for retrenchment, though 
it has not been in their power to 
carry it into effect during their year 
of office, as several of the officers’ 
agreements do not lapse till near the 
end of the current year, A total 
reduction of Ts. 8,300 is proposed, and 
is likely in the main to he carried ont. 
Tis, 3,500 are cut off from salaries, 
Tis. 300 from office furniture, Tis. 800 
from stationery, the usual Tis. 1,000 
from printing; and an item of Tis. 621 
expended on an iron safe (!) does not 
recat. Various minor savings are con- 
templated, all more or less feasible. 
Then the Volunteers, who cost Tis. 
10,000 last year, are estimated to cost 
only'Tls. 1,500 daring the ensuing twelve 
months; and no item in the budget will 
be more readily voted, after the events 
of the past week. A deficit of ‘ls. 
15,899, left behind by the Council of 
1879-8, does happily not recur ; so that 
the present Council have a considerable 
prospective surplus to dispose of. 

‘We turn now, naturally, to the head~ 
ing of Public Works, and are not dis- 
appointed in our hope of finding that a 
large additional sum is appropriated 
under this head. ls. 91,657 are set 
down, against Tis. 82,657 last year— 
the increase being entirely allotted to 
Roads and Drainage. Much less will 
be needed for Bridges, Bunding, and 
most other items than during the past 
year, and’the Council are thus able to 
set down Tis. 44,500 for Roads, and 
‘Mls. 12,000 for surface Drainage in the 
Chinese quarter. The Works Com- 
mittee recommend that all the public 
thoroughfares in those’ localities should 
be provided with curbs and side chan- 
nels, to be connected by sinks and drain- 
pipes with the large sewers. There 
can be no doubt this will be a wise 
economic as well as sanitary measure, 
for curbs and side channels preserve 
the roads (by draining them,) at 
the same time that they improve the 
sanitary condition of the houses. ‘The 
plan bas already been applied in many 
of the back thoroughfares with suc- 
cess, and its general adoption is recom- 
mended. An increase to the staff 
of the Nuisance Department is also 
advised, to enable more strict en- 
forcement of sanitary measures. Ani 
appropriation is made of Tis. 2,000 
for the extension of the Seward Road ; 
and of is. 3,000° further, for improv- 
ing or purchasing new lines of road 
as occasion may offer. 

We have now glanced at the chief 
items of regular expenditure. A num- 
ber of other improvements are set down 





for the Ratepayers’ consideration, the 


outlay for which will require to be met 
by loan, if they are effected. Chief 
among these are the Municipal build- 
ings, the construction of a bridge across 
the Soochow Creek at the end of Honan 
road, and widening where possible the 
main thoroughfares of the Settlement. 
We have urged now for years that 
steps should be taken to effect this 
latter object; and have regretted to 
see it persistently neglected, while the 
difficulty becomes every year greater. 
Buildings are being constantly erected 
close on the road, where strips of land 
might have previously been purchased, 
and the possibility of widening streets 
throughout is yearly lessened. And all 
this while the traffic is increasing and 
the prospect of overcrowding becoming 
more imminent. Unless it is deter- 
mined to allow river encroachment free 
course until the channel is choked and 
the Settlement extinguished, the widen- 
ing of our thoroughfares demands earn- 
est and immediate attention. 





‘THE EMPEROR'S VISIT TO THE IMPERIAL 
TOMBS. 

Tae account which we published last 
week, of the Emperor's return from 
his visit to the Western Tombs, was 
very curious and interesting in many 
important respects. As our corres- 
pondent noted, the arrangements con- 
nected with the procession were made 
with great discretion, and an impressive 
effect will in all likelihood be produced 
by the pageant on the popular mind. 
The young Emperor appears not in a 
chair of state, half hidden from the 
loyal gaze of his loving lieges by blinds 
and curtains, but as a Tartar Chief 
should appear—on horseback. The 
steed is not certainly a very dignified 
charger, but it is becoming that the 
Sovereign of China should show him- 
self in the saddle, and the spectators 
had probably never seen a goodlier steed 
than the iron grey pony lately immor- 
talized in the Peking Gazette. 

The recognition of the venerable 
Choo, and the subsequent decoration of 
that hoary student with a silver medal 
were graceful incidents, and admirably 
calculated to gratify the Chinese who 
lined the road. ‘Tho inherent reverence 
for age renders it pecaliarly pleasant to 
an Oriental to see the Head of the State 
refusing the society of the young, and 
expressing regard for the counsels of 
years and experience. When Rehoboam 
son of Solomon—the Hdward i of 
Jewish history—rejected the advice of 
the elders and listened to the prompt- 
ings of his youthful courtiers, his doom 
was sealed. No Bastern Prince can 
possibly commit so fatal a blunder 
as to neglect the respect due to 
age. The rather ostentations exhi- 
bition of it which the Ewmperor 
gave recently is, therefore, a wise and 
politic stroke. ‘The man so graciously 
decorated on this solemn occasion was 
arscholar; and thus the Emperor's act 
appeals to another large class of the 
population, and indicates sympathy with 





another object of national reverence. 
Scholarship as well as Age is idolized 
in China. If a native wore taught 
English History, he would probably 
think little of Edward 1, of Henry ¥, 
or Henry vir, and wonld reserve all his 
admiration for the crowned pedant 
James 1. A learned King is the 
bean ideal of all that is estimable, com- 
manding, and royal. Thus, when he 
sees the Boy-Sovereign at Peking 
going out of his way to pay respect to 
‘Age and Scholarship in one person, the 
Chinaman recalls the glories of the. . 
ancient kings, and is proportionably 
elated and hopeful. 

‘The published account gives us an- 
other fact worth noticing. “Indeed 
Ihave no doubt,” says our correspon. 
dent, “that there were Chinese present 
near the Wang-hae-low from every pre- 
fecture of the Empire; for it must be 
borne in mind that at this time ‘there 
are collected in Peking, for the examina~ 
tions for the Tsin-sze, several thousands 
of Kew-jin and their followers from 
every part of China.” The rivalry 
existing between the various provinces 
in the empire is very great. One dis- 
trict glories in surpassing another in 
the number and dignity of the literary 
honours thatits inhabitants attain; and, 
as we all know, great efforts are made 
to send up promising candidates, so that 
each place may be illustrated by credit 
able and frequent mention on the Class 
List. Ou this occasion the Emperor was 
seen by the picked men of his great 
Empire. It was not a mere mob from 
the lanes and alleys of the Northern 
Capital, but scholars from every pro- 
vinee who were favoured with this 
sight of Majesty. It was, then, the 
nearest approach to a Royal Progress 
through the country, that we ean hope 
to see. Delegates from the various 
districts and cities wore present, and 
they saw their Ruler with their bodily 
eyes. That they were awe-struck we 
have uo reason to doubt; but after all, 
when viewed with European eyes, the 
poverty and semi-barbaric character of 
the appliances that encircle Majesty in 
China must strike every one with pity. 
The Empresses go in carts no better 
than a market gardener in England 
would travel in; the Celestial Lord of 
the Dragon Throne bestrides a pony 
that an English Prince would relegate 
to his child as plaything. What a 
contrast is this Pageant to the gor- 
geousness of a recent ceremonial in 
the neighbouring country of Russia ! 
And how strange is it that a people, 
naturally intelligent, persist in exclud- 
ing applicarives of Western Science that 
would enable the trip to the Western 
Tombs to be made, without trouble 
or expense, in fewer hours than the 
excursion actually took days. A rail- 
way would enable the Emperor to 
reach Zehol in three hours. Even a 
good carriage road would enable him 
to reach it in a day, with a few relays 
of horses! 
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RIOT ON THE FRENCH CONCESSION. 

‘We'stated last week that the project of 
making certain roads alongside the Ningpo 
Joss-House was causing strong irritation 
among the Ningpo Chinese, This feeling 
culuminated on Sunday ina serious riot, 
uring which a number of houses were 
‘burned down and several lives lost. 

‘A Chinese mob assembled on Sunday 
afternoon in the Quarter of the French Set- 
tlement nesr the Ningpo Joss House, at- 
tacked the house of the Inspector of Roads, 
maltreated M. Percebois and his family, 
gutted and’ subsequently set fire to hi 
house ; attacked the neighboring house, 
occupied by Miss Maclean, a missionary 
Indy, soriously maltreating the occupant: 
and went on to burn down M. Charrier’s 
Stables (in the neighbourhood) and a 
number of adjacent Chinese houses. 

Bight Chinese met their death in the 
riot, one being shot during the first attack 
on Mr. Percebois, and the others shot or 
Dayonetted later in the evening. 

‘The Volunteer Force was called out at 
9pm, and warning of their arrival in- 
duced the rioters to disperse ; the streets 
wore nearly empty when the men reached 
the ground. While it lasted, the incen- 
diarism seems to have been of the most 
determined character, the rioters thrusting 
wisps of burning straw into the premis 
‘they wished to destroy. 

Rumours had “reached the Chief of 
the French Police that an outbreak was 
imminent, and the heads of the Ningpo 
Guild had indeed represented to the Taotai, 
and the latter to the French Consul, that 
the excitement of the people was becoming 
serious, Still the extent of the danger 
was not fully credited. The leaders of 
the Ningpo community affirm, and there 
seems reason to believe them that the 
riot occurred against their wish and 
wholly without pre-arrangement. But 
public feeling was excited to the point at 
which an incident suffices to cause ex- 
plosion. 

‘The immediate cause in the present in- 
stance seems to have been a collision, 
about 2.at., between some Ningpo men 
and the Police. The Police declare the 
Chinese attacked them ; the Chinese, that 
the Police first used violence. However 
this may be, the fact remains that a 
policeman on his beat at the western end 
of the Rue du Consulat was maltreated by a 
crowd of about 200 Chinese. He was hit 
in the side, his sword taken hold of from 
behind and pulled from the scabbard, his 
shako knocked off, and the man was other- 
wise beaten badly. Some Europeans 
passing came to the rescue, and con- 
veyed him to the Central Station. ‘The 
next thing heard at the Station was 
through Mr, Percebois, the Inspector 
of Roads, who came in with his 
wife and five children. Mr. Percebois 
showed wounds on his head, and stated 
that his house had been surrounded, the 
windows smashed in, the rooms gutted, and 
that the place was also being set on fire. 
He had been injured by stones, while his 
wife had been dragged by the hair along 
the ground. She managed to escape down 
the Ruo Wekwei however, and three sailors 
from the mail steamer Zigre—who were 












































also assaulted, and one of whom lost his

Barbe, Chef de Police, sent to advise 
the Consul-General of the disturbance, 
and went with the Police at hand, 
under arms, to disperse the crowd. When 
they arrived they found a great number 


and brought them to the Station. 


of Chinamen, dancing in rings, with 
the clothes of Mrs. Percebois parcelled 
out amongst them, after having gntted 
the house and smashed everything to 
minute atums, The house was a per- 
fect wreck from top to bottom. The police 
fired three or four shots, as M. Barbe 
states, in the air, to intimidate the mob. 

‘M. Barbe at this time received in- 
structions from the Consul-General advis 
ing prudence and a quiet bearing, and he 
accordingly prepared to retire his men, 
fecling that, with weapons in their 
hands, they might be apt to retaliate 
for the stones flung at them. An- 
other reason for retiring was that a 
report had renched M. Barbe that the 
Municipal Hall, which he was compelled 
toleave comparatively unguarded, had been 
attacked by asection of the mob. While 
they were coming back, M. Barbe states 
that he heard somo shots fired, but that 
they were not by his men, As soon as they 
got back, the Municipal Compound was 
partly surrounded, and the mob began to 
tear down some wooden railings and smash 
lamp posts. Opposite the main entrance 
two Europeans in a trap were stopped and 
compelled to go back. Sentries were then 
placed all round the compound, inside. 

About 7 o'clock the mob again came to the 
charge, and set fire to M. Percebois’ house. 
‘M. Charrier’s stables, exactly opposite, 
wero also set fire to, as well as some new 
Chinese houses in the Rue Hué, in the 
same neighborhood. ‘The mob prevented 
the mafoos from taking out the carriages 
stored at M. Charrier’s, which wore there- 
fore destroyed, but the ponies got away. 
About this time a lientenant of the 
French gun-vessel Cowlewsre came on the 
spot with twenty men, and took com- 
mand of the situation, Fifteen volunteers 
were sent under a sergeant of police to 
protect the gasworks, and remained there. 
‘The police did not return to the scone of 
the fray. 

At9 o'clock the East Gate Police Station, 
wherg only four men were placed, was 
attacked, and twenty sailors from the 
U.S. 8. Ashuelot (of whom a detachment 
of eighty with one gun had been landed) 
were sent there. Forty more were tem- 
porarily stationed in the Consular Com- 
pound and the remaining twenty at the 
Hotel Municipal, where they were quar- 
tered in the large hall. A hundred and 
fifty Chinese soldiers from Kaou-chang- 
meat were also sent in by the Chinese au- 
thorities, at the request of the Consul-Ge- 
neral. Tho Chihsion was asked to secure 
ten of the leaders of the mob, in order 
to afford a clue to the real raisers of 
the disturbance, but up till 10 p.m. 
only three prisoners had been made. 
Many of the Chinese in the neighbor- 
hood of the fires and of the Municipal 
Hall began to remove their effects, owing 
to warnings they had received from 
the rioters that their houses would be 
burnt down, M. Barbe’s detectives had 
reported on Saturday morning that an in- 





























cendiary attack was being planned, but he 
had hoped that it only related to 9 mass 
gathering of the Ningpo men, such as had 
already been held. 

About 6.30 M. Voisin, Chairman of the 
French Municipal Council, sent a requast 
to Mr. Fearon, Chairman of the English 
Council, for the support of the S. V. ©., 
to which Mr. Fearon replied that he would 
lose no time in taking steps to give the 
desired aid, Mr. Fearon did so after 
consultation with the Consuls and the 
Commanders of the Naval forces, 





The foregoing relates almost wholly to 
the attack on French property, but with 
this the mob had not stopped, Following 
up the attack on M. Percebois’ house, they 
at the same time assailed the neighboring 
one, tenanted by Miss Maclean, late of the 
Union Chapel Mission. Here they knocked 
in the windows, and assaulted the inmates 
—Miss Maclean, and Messrs. D. Cranston 
and Weir (chief-engineer of the steamer 
Gordon Castle.) Mr. Weir escaped with 
fortunately slight injuries, but Mx, Cran- 
ston received a severe ‘wound on the head 
from astone, as well as other injuries, which 
have necessitated his removal to Hospital, 
Miss Maclean was thrown down the stair 
of the house and roughly treated, but upon 
her calling out to_ the mob in Chineso 
that she was not French, they desisted, 
and friendly hands helped her to a place 
of safety. ‘The furniture of this house 
was then partially saved by foreigners who 
went to the scene after the French police 
had checked the mob. ‘The appearance of 
anumber of foreigners and the Chinese 
authorities—the Chehsien and Magistrate 
of the French Mixed Court—restored a 
season of quiet ; but still the mass of Chi- 
nese remained on the open space between 
the places attacked and the Ningpo joss- 
house, and surged about excitedly, At this 
timo there were probably over 5,000 
Chinese on the ground. ‘The Chehsien 
and his chair were the objects of hostile 
demonstrations, but he was ultimately 
allowed to pass through. One Chinaman 
had been shot, either by the police, by Mr, 
Pereebois, or by a friend who had been 
with him when the house was attacked, 
and round the body a dense mass of his 
countrymen were gathered, 

About 6.30 foreigners began to leave the 
scene, under the impression that the worst 
hind happened, but as it became dusk 
the rioters returned to work. ‘They flung 
stones very freely at passers-by—Mr. 
Fisher (of Messrs. Muller & Fisher) was 
cut on the temple and mouth, and had 
some teeth knocked in, while driving 
along the Rue du Consulat in his carriage 
with Captain Lowell; and, we believe, 
other cases occurred. At 7 p.m. the 
fire-bell again announced that incendiarism 
had been resumed, and it was found that the 
premises mentioned in the particulars fur- 
nished us by M. Barbo, had been fired. A 
number of (French) volunteers and firemen 
were stoned; and shots were fired and 
bayonets brought into use, with the result 
that at least five more of the rioters lost 
their lives, while several were sent to hos- 
pital dangerously wounded, ; 

We should remark here that, throughout 
the whole affair, the Fire Brigade did 
eficient and valuable work. We canno 
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attempt to specialise services rendered 
amid much confusion and excitement; but 
delieve we are right in selecting the Hong- 
kew Hook and Ladder Co., the Mih-ho- 
Joongs, and the Deluye Steamer, as having 
been especially useful, 

A few English: police who were present 
without arms, lent assistance in overawing 
the mob and protecting the property threat- 
ened, and they arrested two of the ring- 
leaders, as well as four foreign sailors, who 

__Were found bearing off some casks of wine. 


At8p. m, the Chairman of the Anglo- 
American Municipal Council called out 
the Volunteers, who were ordered to 
muster immediately at the Main Guard, 
where the W'renty Consuls also met in 
consultation, The men were formed 
up in tho road, Rangers on the Might, 
and Nos. 1, 2, and 8 Rifle Companies and 
the Miholoongs in the order named. The 
ews was that the excitement was sub- 
siding; but it was thonght well to 
march the Force into the French Set- 
tlement, and especially round the quar- 
ters where the rioting had been most 
active, Even if their active services 
were not required, their presence would 





tend to deter further outbreak, Cap- 
tain Cann announced that Captain 
Hart would take command for the 


evening; and the Force was counter- 
marched to the Bund, along which they 
proceeded to tho Aue du Consulat, and 
down that street to the Municipal Hall. 
Here a halt was called, whilv further mea- 
sures were concerted, and Seamen from 
the Ashuelot came up. ‘The whole Force 
was then marched down past the scene of 
the conflagration to the Ningpo joss-house, 
where it was rumoured that some of the 
ringleaders were shut up—as well as that 
‘a number of rioters wero assembled on the 
Green, with the intent to stone all comers, 
Whether the reports were imaginative, or 
whether any Chinese who may have been 
out there, decamped on hearing of the ap- 
proaching Force, we cannot say. At any 
rate not @ man was séen. 

‘The Volunteers wero then formed in 
column opposite the entrance to the Joss- 
house (in the Fronch Road), the Rangers 
patrolling the road, while the Sailors pro- 
ceeded—in the presence, and by the wish 
of, the Chehsien—to break open a side door 
on the Settlement side, through which the 
Magistrate, accompanied by the Britishy 
American, German and other Cénsulsatonce 
entered. But here the result was the same 
—no one was found ; and after a thorough 
search, the Volunteers were marched back 
in reversed order to the Bund. 

Near the Custom House, the Foro was 
formed up in column, while Captain Hart 
addressed 1 few words of thanks to 
the men for the steadiness with which 
they had obeyed orders; and annonneed 
that in nso of fresh alarm four guns 
would: be fired from the U. S. corvette 
Ashuelot, when they were at once to muster 
at the Main Guard. Mr. Fearon, as Civil 
Commandant of the Corps, also compli- 
mented the men upon the readiness with 
which they lad turned out, aud on their 
steady and soldierly bearing. Fortu- 
nately, their active services had not been 
needed ; but their conduct gave a proof of 














efficiency which would increase the confi- 
dence of the community in their capacity 
to maintain order if required. He thanked 
them in the name of the community. 

‘The Force was then dismissed—at about 
0.30 a.m, 


Subsequent to this time no fresh 
attempt to disturb the peace of the Settle- 
ment was made, Chinese soldiery oceu- 
pied the streets in the neighborhood of the 
disturbance during the night of Sunday- 
Monday, and the men-of-war’s men from 
the Coulewsre and Ashuelot guarded the 
Municipal buildings. Some few foreigners 
residing nearest the threatened quarter 
removed to the English side, and many 
of the native residents took the same pre- 
caution ; but there arose no occasion for 
alarm. On Monday morning it was re- 
ported that disaffected crowds again filled 
the streets, and an ‘Express ” reminded 
the Volunteers to turn out at the pre- 
arranged signal of four guns. A visit to 
the locality, however, showed that though 
certain portions of the streets were wi 
usually crowded, and a number of people 
were grouped about the Ningpo joss-house, 
all was perfectly quiet. ‘The bodies of the 
dead, to the number of six, had been 
removed across the creek toa place close 
by the City Wall, where thousands 
jed them ; but there was no display of 
feeling. A meeting of treaty Consuls was 
held during the afternoon, when they re- 
solved to uso all the force at their disposal to 
maintain order. The Taotai was invited to 
join the meeting; he agreed in condemn- 
ing the action of the mob, and promised to 
issue a proclamation that such outbreaks 
would be repressed by all available foreign 
and native force. 

During the day, however, the following 
proclamation was issued by M. Godeaux, 
Consul-General for France, ceding the 
whole question and virtually stultifying 
his colleagues. 

AN URGENT PROCLAMATION. 

Since I have been in office in Shanghai, 
all the merchants of the Settlement hare 
received protection and lived in quietude. 
At present, erroneous reports have been

‘The foregoing proclamation was about 
to be issued when, unexpectedly, a lot of 
foolish people, uot’ waiting for a reply to 
their representations, daringly assembled 
together and created disturbance. ‘The 
matter is much to be regretted, and on 




















ordering all the merchants and people in 
the Concession that they should live 
peaceably and attend to their business, 
and not give ready ear to false reports, 
which lead to matters to be repented of 
when too late. 

‘The view taken by the Municipal Coun- 
cil of the Consul-General’s instruction (or 
request), is shown in the minute of a special 
meeting of the Council of the 4th May. 
‘They unanimously refuse, in view of the 
excesses of the previous day, to reconsider 
the question of the roads, till the tendency 
to riot has disappeared; and justice—by 
which we suppose is meant compénsation— 
has been afforded. The Council also ex- 
piess the opinion that the regrettable 
occurrences of Sunday might have beon 
easily stayed at the outset, had the Consul- 
General taken a more energetic attitude, 

We may ada that not only had no  in- 
struction to reconsider and change their 
previous plan” been received by the Coun- 
cil, at the time his proclamation was issued; 
but that, even on the following day, no 
communication on the subject had yot 
reached them, *We are informed that the 
Council met on Tuesday afternoon, and - 
addressed to him a dignified remonstrance 
concerning his silence. 

Though there aro doubtless many details 
of interest which might be added, we do 
not find onrselves in a position to 
offer much more than are given above, 
regarding the disturbance itself, On 
‘one important matter, viz. the loss of 
life, we have made many inquiries, but 
without satisfactory result. Accounts 
conflict as to who engaged the crowd 
between 7 o'clock and 8.30, but we aro 
credibly informed that a party of about a 
dozen French police then drove them 
back with the bayonet. Certain it is, 
however, that the mob was then working 
itself up to the crowning pitch of reckless- 
ness. Men were rushing about with 
lighted wisps of straw, and some for- 
eigners, the English police included, who 
were regarded as neutral in the affair, 
were warned away, The mob deliberated 
for some time whether the house which 
Miss Maclean had occupied should be in- 
cluded in the conflagration, and once re- 
solved to spare it, but afterwards set it 
on fire, A party of irregular volunteers, 
it is stated, fired into the crowd and 
charged them with the bayonet. Some of 
these men had received arms from the 
Municipality ; but there were others, 
we are told, who were acting with 
private weapons and in too independent 
amanner, That the mob required a severe 
check by force of arms, there is no doubt ; 
but the check should have been offered by 
an organised body, and not by individual 
tion which is likely rather to irritate 
than to subdue, And we are sorry to 
have to report what we conceive to have 
been, in some instances, judging from the 
appearance of the bodies, an unnecessary 
amount of violence. One informant says 
he saw aman shot; after he fell he 
endeavoured to escape, upon which his 
assailant ran up and hewed him down with 
acutlass, Another reports that he saw a 
man fire deliberately at some one standing 
quietly by the edge of the crowd. A 
third gentleman, who assisted somo of

the wounded to Dr, Johnston’s Chinese 
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Hospital, stated that he noticed what 
he considered attempts on life, not 
altogether warranted by the immediate 
emergency, and that when he pointed this 
out to the firing party, he was told to 
mind his own business. 

We, may add, that it was chiefly 
owing to the extreme reluctance of the 
French Consul to send for a regular 
force from the Cotleuvre, that the Council 
placed arms in the hands of the civilians 
who came into the Municipal Compound 
ata time when it was surrounded by an 
immense mob of excited Chinese. Had 
the Regulars been applied for earlier, the 
arming would have been unnecessary. 
‘When the Seamen of the Coulewore arrived, 
many of these volunteers left the Compound 
with their arms; and it was siot till the 
following morning that they could be called 
in, We ourselves noticed one man eruis- 
ing about with a rifle and fixed bayonet, 
at the time the Volunteers 'were drawn up 
opposite the Hall, ina very unfit condi- 
tion to have charge of the weapon. ‘The 
Couneil ought no doubt, strictly speaking, 
to have cared that arms issued in an emer- 
gency were not carried away by men under 
no organisation. But it is difficult to be 
precise in time of excitement. 

Respoctable Ningpo-men say that com- 
paratively few of their number were 
among the crowd, which was largely made 
‘up of rowdies hoping to get loot through 
their incondiary proceedings—men who, as 
one Chinaman told us, are reckless of their 
own lives or of those of others, Shanghai is 
no doubt the haunt of many such, and the 
affair is only too striking an illustration of 
the necessity for being ready to meet an 
emergency like the present. Besides the 
six found dead on the ground, from shots 
and bayonet wounds, eight more were 
taken to the Chinese Hospital. Of these, 
‘one man, shot through the liver, lins died, 
and his body lies unclaimed. ‘The other 
cases were of a gunshot wound in the right 
Jung, sufferer likely to recover ; gunshot 
wound of the right thigh, which involved 
amputation of thelimb; a man who had his 
thumb cut off and a severe scalp wound ; 
one who had his forefinger amputated ; one 
with a sword fracture of the skull, and x 
boy suffering from injuries caused it is 
supposed by getting trampled on. We are 
glad to think that, if sharp punishment has 
been meted out to some of the aggressors, 
humanity has also interposed to save others 
from the consequences of their folly. 

On Monday afternoon, the Volunteers 
were ordered to parade, and at 5.30 about 
200 men turnedout, the Artillery mustering 
two guns, fully manned. The Force was 
again taken command of by Captain Hart, 
and.marched down by the French Bund ; 
thence, after a short halt in front of the 
Consulate for consultation, along the Rue 
au Consulat, by the scene of disturbance 
and the obnoxious road at the Ningpo 
joss-house. Without halting, it continned 
‘the march homeward by the Defence Creek 
and the Maloo, and dismissed on the 
English Bund, after a renewed’ caution 
from Captain Hart to be on the alert 
for the signal. 

At 9.15 the alarm came, and the 
amembers of the Force deserve the warm- 





























est credit for the alacrity with which 
it was obeyed. Within half an hour from 
the time the first gun was fired, fully 200 
men of all arms had fallen in at the Main 
Guard, the Artillerymen pluckily drag- 
ging up their gun, in default of available 
ponies. Ball cartridge was served -out, 
and the Force was marched down to 
the Bund—when the alarm was dis- 
covered to be false. It seems that the 
agreed signal of danger from the French 
Concession, had been the exhibition of two 
lights at the French Consulate ; and that 
the same signal had been agreed on be- 
tween M. Godeaux aiid the Commander of 
the Elk, in case a guard were deemed 
necessary at the French Consulate. On 
board of both ships two lights were ob- 
served—and taken for the signal; but 
it seems that none was really made. It 
only remained therefore for Captain Hart 
to congratulate the men again on thei 
ready response to the call—and to dismiss 
them, 





Efforts were being made, on Tuesday, to 
stay the exodus from the Concession 
of those Chinese who might be trying to 
escape consequences, or who feared a 
renewal of the riot. ‘The French Mixed 
Court Magistrate, we hear, visited a num- 
ber of native places of business which had 
closed, and encouraged them to reopen, 
We confess it appeared to us that, on 
the morning after the affair, the people in 
the neighborhood were going about their 
customary business in a very unconcerned 
manner; but there seems really to have been 
considerable uneasiness. Wheelbarrow hire 
on the Concession rose to six or’ eight 
times its normal rate, consequent on the 
demand by those removing; and boats to 
Soochow raised their rates from about $8 
to $30. The Chinose house market this 
side the Yang-king-pang received an im- 
petus by the extra demand for accommo- 
dation, whilo on the French side it was 
correspondingly depressed. About 1,000 
people aré believed to have gone to Ning- 
po. Soochow-wards, the flight was 
checked by the Chehsien ordering that 
boats with fugitives, the timid or the 
turbulent, should be turned back at the 
Sunghoo barrier, about 10 miles from 
Shanghai. 

Lrerything was perfectly quiet on the 
Freuch Concession. Chinese Guards are 
still posted at corners of the chief 
thoroughfares, and by the Ningpo Joss 
House; but the need for them appears 
to have quite ceased. There was usually 
a small cluster of gazers about the Joss 
House—attracted in part, seemingly, by a 
proclan.ation which was there posted, and 
in part by chalk marks about the disputed 
Rue de Ningpo, indicating, perhaps, the 
proposed enclosure. We subjoin a transla- 
tion of the notice, which emanates from the 
Ningpo Guild, and was, we believe posted 
on Sunday—tending therefore to support 
the statement of the Headmen, that they 
are not responsible for the riot. 

PROCLAMATION BY THE NINGPO GUILD 

The Guild has already petitioned the 

in the above matter, and 
these authori correspondence 
with the French Consul-General, begging 
him to direct the Municipality to alter the 
proposed course of the road ; and the mat- 















ter-is all but satisfactorily adjusted. Let 
all our fellow provincials, therefore, mind 
each his own business, and not assemble in 
crowds to follow unlawful counsels and 
create disturbances. 

‘Pung-chih, 13th year, 3rd moon, 

‘The following amusing proclamation was 
issued by the Taotai ou the evening of 
the 19th of the Chinese moon (4th May)— 
the night after the fire, which it treats as 
an accident. 


A GENERAL PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas on the French side some houses 
caught fire and the populaco assembled in 
multitudes to witness’ it, I th out 
mandarins with seals (the Chihsien and 
Waiyuen or official deputy of the Taotai) 
to lead soldiers to put out the fire and to 
restrain the mob, ‘The Ningpo merchants 
of Shanghai and” people generally should 
attend to their own affairs and keep order, 
If there should be any found inventing 
idle stories and inflaming the minds of the 
populace, or laying hold of causes to 
create a:listurbance, they must be regarded 
as vagabonds aud ruftians, who have no 
respect for the law, and will be at once 
arrested and dealt with summarily, It is 
proper that I should inform the soldiers 
and people by proclamation, that they 
must one and all respect, and not disobey, 
the laws, ‘ 

On the same day appeared the following 
proclamation (by the ‘Taotai) which is dated 
the 18th of the moon (3rd May), the day of 
the fire, but (it is said) was not issued till 
the following day.

Ue appears that the owners of the Iands

that if the road was opened it would be 
difficult to avoid injury to them, promired 
to instruct the Council to stay proceedings, 
and thus to bring the affair to a satiefac- 
‘nation.

You must not lightly believe idle stories 
and illicitly cause commotion, laying your- 
selves open to be brought’ to trial and 
examined and punished. “There will be no 
excuse. “Do not disobey. A special pro- 
clamation.

May), 20th of the anoon. 


H. E. Sue, Tsotsi, issues another pro- 
clamation, for general information. 

It appears now that the horse road is 
not to be constructed within the bounds of 
the Sz-ming-kung-so ; ad I have directed 
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the elders of the Guild to immediately put 
up a wall in order to define the boundaries. 

Lhave already personally interviewed the 

French Consul, and by consultation ar- 

ranged that he will issue a proclamation, 

and I have no doubt that the proclamation 
in question has been generally seen, In 
all matters connected with foreigners and 

Chinese, the people should invariably await 

the decision of the mandarins, and should 

not create disturbances. If, after this, 
rowdy characters do not respect the 
injunctions of the Authorities, but con- 
coct idle stories, and inflame the hearts 
of the multitude even unto quarrel- 

Ting and fighting in num! shall 

decidedly deal with them with’ the ut- 

most severity of the law. But I cannot 
bear to punish without warning ; therefore 
it is right that I shonld, in incisive (or un- 
mistakable) words, warn you. I trust that 
the merchants and said people will all be 

+ awareof this. You have each of you famili 
and while there is yet time ought to awak 
to the importance of respecting the law, 
attending to your business, &e. I very 
much grieve for the people, and do not 
shirk earnestly and repeatedly warning 
them. Do not disobey. A special pro- 
clamation.” 

‘The Taotai issued, on Thursday, another 
very sensible proclamation, blaming the 
rioters and calling on his people to respect 
the law. Friendly reference is made to 
foreigners, and to the aid given by foreign 
troops in suppressing the Taeping rebel 
lion—the first official recognition we re- 
member to have seen, of the fact. We 
append a rough translation. 

“4 very important proclamation by the 
‘Taotai, for the information of all,—On the 
18th day of the 3rd moon, (8rd May), 
some rowdies created a disturbance on 
the French Settlement, 

Prior to this, Lhad already consulted 
with the French Consul about — the 
roads (in dispute), and proclamations 
were about to be issued. But it appears 
that, the 18th day, (8rd) being Sunday, 
public business was stopped, and conse 
quently the Consul-General Had not been 
able to issue the notice. On the next day, 
when I had a personal interview with him, 
he informed me that the notice had been 

issued, which is a proof of his benevolence, 
Kindness, and anxiety to preserve good 
understanding, and prevent disturbance. 
During the crisis of the disturbance, thi 
Consuls of the different nations led_ thei 
ranks to suppress it, but restrained their 
soldiers from using their weapons, which 
is proof of their goodwill and of their 
rogard for (Chinese) life, and their desire 
not to inflame the excitement. 

Moreover, since foreign countries have 
made treaties with China, and had in- 
torcourse, to the present ‘time, all ques- 
tions have been settled with cordiality and 
frankness, Chinese and foreign merchants 
and people have also been very friendly. 
Formerly, too, when the rebels were creat- 
ing trouble, the Wostern soldiers assisted 
in exterminating them, and with one voice 
aided in producing quietude. The rebels 
could not withstand their ardour, and the 
Chinese families who owe their safety and 
preservation to them, are very numerous. 

‘All you people have within you a know- 
ledge of right, and should be grateful for 
favoura received. And although in your 
intercourse your ideas may sometimes ive at 
variance, you are bound to abide by the 
decision’ of the officials, All questions 
will, without doubt, be settled with jus- 
tice, and you must’ not make excuses for 
creating ilisturbance. Already have I on 
several occasions informed yon by procla- 
mation to this effect, as the records show. 

Yesterday the 19th day (4th May), I 
met the different Consuls, and we agree 
that foreign merchants must, according to 
treaty, be protected by Chinese officials. 

































































Henceforih the Chinese people shall not 
be allowed to carry weapons and therewith 
dare to enter the settlements, 
the people do not submit to the control 
of the local officials, and trouble and injure 
foreigners, it behoves them to check each 
other. Good people should attend to their 
business and enjoy the blessings of peace. 
If the good-for-nothing dare again to 
collect in crowds and break the peace, 
they will certainly be at once seized and 
severely punished. ‘There will be no leni- 
ency. If you trespass against the law and 
incur the penalty, you cannot now say you 
hye not been apprised. Tremble ! ‘Trem- 
ble ! Tremble ! 








We are indebted to the Courier for the 
following précis of proceedings at the 
French Mixed Court on Sunday, with re- 
gard to the men captured during the riot, 
‘The men caught with fire-brands, having 
set fire to the houses, were sent to the Tao- 
tai for severe punishment, as also were 
four others charged with riotous conduct 
and assaulting the police, Twelve men 
arrested by the Che-hsien’s soldiers were 
dealt with in various ways, some b 
manded, some sent to the Che-hsien, and 
others released on security. A number 
charged with theft which had been com- 
mitted during the fire, were settled in var- 
ions ways, the majority of the culprits 
being sent to the city magistrate for puuish- 
ment; while some of the small offences were 
disposed of on the spot, the defendants 
ing in Court a certain number of 
with the bamboo, and then being 
required to make a speedy exit, Some 
of the charges for using abusive language 
to the police in the compound of the Mu- 
nicipal Hall, were also bambooed, with the 
distinction that they received their quan- 
tum in the compound, Others, again, were 
sentenced to 100 blows, and then to be 
sent to the Chehsien for punishment, Dur- 
ing the proceedings, the Chinese Com- 
mander of the foreign-drilled troops of the 
Kiao-chang-meaou Arsenal was present, 
and took great interest in them. In the 
course of the examination, some of the 
prisoners claimed to belong to Soochow, 
although their dialect gave a denial to 
their statement. The Commander strongly 
repudiated the claim made by these to the 
district named, and the result was that the 
falsehood little benefitted the claimants, 
as the Magistrate forwarded all who claim- 
ed another district to their own, to the 
Che-hsien for punishment, The whole 
number convicted, which was over 30, 
were to be sent into the city in the even- 
ing.

Our readers will probably be interested 
in the following letter, written by the 
Ningpo Guild to the French Council in 
January last, explaining their objection to 
the proposed ronds and suggesting an 
alternative line. 

Shanghai, January 27th, 1874. 

To the 

‘Mesers or tHe Monrctrar, Counott, 

‘Freon Concession. 

GexremeN,—The undersiyned mana- 
gers of Ningpo Joss House Grounds beg 
Teave to bring under your notice the fol- 
lowing statement, relative to their property 
situated at the back part of the French 
Concession. 

Sometime ago the former Municipal 
Couneil proceeded to lay out roads and 
streets on that part of the Concession 
where the Ningpo Guild property lics, and 
in doing so have marked out the road on 
that part of our ground which is very 
densely packed with coffins containing the 
remains of deceased Ningpo people. (Red 
on plan.) To make the road and have a 
traffic in carriages and vehicles over the 
remains of the dead is very abhorrent to 
our ideas, as we do not believe that their 
spirits would rest in peace ; and to disturb 
their remains by digging them up and ear- 
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rying them away elsewhere, is equally re- 
pulsive. The whole of our ground situated 
at the rear of the Concession, around the 
Joss House, is very closely filled with the 
graves of our people of former generations; 
on the east side of the Joss House as much 
as in that part to the west, although it may 
notappear so, from the ground having been 
levelled. Previous to the occupation of 
the Joss House by the English Troops as a 
Barrack, the whole of our ground was 
surrounded and protected by a brick wall, 
which was partially destroyed by the 
Provps, and the bricks of the remai 
portion stolen and carried away. Si 
then it has lain undisturbed, and as an 
open field. Wehaveno record, nor are we 
aware that at any time any ‘part of the 
Ninzpo Guild ground has been surrendered 
to the public, or to any one on the public 
behalf, by any written agreement ; nor have 
the Guild ever been consulted, so far as we 
are aware, as to their readiness to part with 
their lands. 

‘The only time that we know of where 
wo have been asked relative to the matter 
of roads was about three months ago, or 40, 
when some one from the Municipal office 
called on the man in charge of the Joss 
House, and asked for a strip of land 13 feet 
wide, to form one side of the street pro- 

osed that runs parallel to the Rue du 

lonsulat, This request was acceded to, 
and had thirteen feet been taken, or even 
the whole 26 feet—if it had only’ been off 
the outside boundary of our land, we 
would have had nothing to say on ‘that 
point to-day, asthe outside boundary of 
‘the ground was formerly a creek, and in 
that line of ground marked C. on the ac- 
companying plan we have no dead buried, 

fe are very desirous to come to 

arrangement if possible with the Municipal 
Council, whereby the proposed new street 
may be diverted from its present line, aud 
s0 leave the graves intact. First, we pro- 
pose that the street may be made to diverge 
‘at the point marked D. on the chart, aud 
from there run along the outside of our 
ground which is over te filled up creek, till 
it reaches the Sikaway Road. If this pro- 

sal is not acceptable, and you may 

‘ave objections to the line of street in 
consequence of the bend at the point 
D., and that it does not run in a straight 
into the road leading to the creek, 
we propose to acquire, from the Tong 

Shing Dong and other proprietors, a strip 

of ground 26 feet wide, which will’ run in a 

straight line with the outside of our ground, 

marked 8, on plan, ‘This we will hand 
over to the Council in place of that now 
marked out by them, and this, as we pro- 
pose, will make a straight street for its 
whole length, And if it is desirable on 

. public behalf to have the streets straight, 
then what we propose would be better. than 
thnt now traced ont on the ground, as what 
we would give would make a better june- 
tion with the road on the creek side, towards 
the Military and Naval Old Cemetery. 

To carry out this plan, if you accept of it 
we do not anticipate any trouble, as the 
ong Shing Dong has no graves ‘in that 
part of their ground, We are ready and 

illing to bear all expenses in the purchase 

of houses and grounds to get a straight 
street, And we will also recoup the Mu- 
nicipal Council any moneys that may have 
been expended in laying out the streets to 
the present time, 

With reference to the street parallel to 
the Sikaway Road marked G. on the plan, 
it cannot be of utility to the public in 
any way, asit only gives access to the creek 
side in towards the Concession, but the 
other street gives the same benefit much 
more conveniently, while it is of no use 
lending ont towards the West Gate as the 
right of way stops at the limit of the Con- 
cession. We think this might be allowed 
to remain unopened, and that it remain so 
while the ground is used as a burial ground. 

The ground all around it belongs either 
to the Ningpo Guild or the Tong-shing- 












































dong, and neither of the societies have any 
will or desire to use their grounds for any 
other purpose than they are now used for. 
‘fhe Ningpo people will not allow, if they 
can help it, their ground to be built upon, 
while they have had it confirmed to them 
as cemetery grounds by various acts of the 
French Authorities. 

While laying these statements and pro- 
posals before you, we beg to remark that 
it is not from any desire to cause trouble 
that we so act in this manner, but simply 
that the graves in our former cemetery may 
not be desecrated, and that the bones of 
our ancestors may remain undisturbed. 
‘This feeling on our part you may under- 
stand, as we believe it is one not uncommon 
to foreigners in regard to the graves of 
their dead. 

Trusting you will give the foregoing 
your kind atid favourable consideration, 80 
that an amicable agreement may be come 
to,

NAGASAKI, 

Most of the Formosa expeditionary 
vessels, says the Express of Ind May, have 
started on their journey.

Further detach- 
ments of troops embarked to-day, some at 
the Ohato, others at Sagaramatz jetty, and 
were conveyed on board the Japanese 
steamers Meiko-maru, and Milwni-mru, 
which have been chartered by the Govern: 
ment, and left this port this afternoon 
in company with the Japanese corvette 
Nitsin-kan and the gunboat Teibo-kan, but 
on account of the bad weather and heavy 
sea the four vessels have returned and 
anchored just inside Takaboko point, and 
will leave again as soon as the weather 
moderates, ‘Their destination is Amoy, 
About three thousand five hundred soldiers 
in all, and the whole of the transports, 
are commanded by foreign officers. Over 
two thousand soldiers have already been 
despatched, and the remainder will follow 
tho Japanese steamer Hockai-maru, 
which will leave shortly.

The Formosa Expedition is 
postponed. It may fairly be inferre 
that the doubts which have arisen in the 
mind of the Government as to the sufli- 
ciency of the intimation given by Soyejima 
to the Cabinet at Pekin, and of the ac- 
ceptance of that intimation by it, have 
produced the decision now announced, 
‘The desire of the Japanese, it cannot be 
doubted, is to arrange the Formosan ques- 
tion without any proceedings such as would 
provoke a war with China, But it may be 
inferred that the Chinese, hearing of the 
Expedition, have not considered such a 
mode of procedure a fitting manner of 
arranging the affair, and have assumed 
an attitude indicative of this view.— 
A vessel which came in on the 23ed from 
‘Tai-wan reports that the Chinese troops 
began to arrive in Formosa on the 27th 
March. ‘The Chinese man-of-war of which 
we spoke yesterday, was entirely manned 
and ofticered by natives. —The German ship 
Herman, which arrived on the 2lst from 
Formosa, reports the arrival. there of a 
large Uhinese man-of-war and 500 te 
sent thither in consequeuce of the Ch 
having observed the Keongsoo, the well- 
kuown Japanese despatch-boat, cruising 
about on the coast and taking surveys. 
(She was sent some two months back to 
Hongkong, nominally on a cruise.) 
confirms the statements of the Shanghai 
pers relative to the despatch of troops 
Formosa.—The Gazette that on 
the 27th April, Shimadzu Saburo was 
appointed Sa-dai-jin, high counsellor of 
the Mikado, ‘The rank and position is 
next to that of Sajio, and the same as 
Iwakura holds. 

‘The execution of Yeto Shimpei, the leader 
of the late insurrection, is spoken of as 
impolitic. ‘The unfortunate man, says the 
Herald, oue of the most liberal-minded 
officials in Japan, lately occupying the 
osition of Minister of Justice, was cap- 
tured in disguise, and (so far as we know, 
without a formal ‘trial), put to death, with 
several of his companions. As Yeto was a 
man of great influence in the country, and 
one of the recognised heads of the war 
party, his execution has created a great 
sensation. ‘The Mail recalls, however, that 
20"Imperialists, enforced to surrender at 
Saga, were boheaded on the field ; and says 
that ‘whatever Yeto’s grievances, his death 
was amply deserved. 

The Herald says, relative to the For- 
mosa Expedition, that it is rumoured tlie 
Japanese have become intimidated by the 
prospect before them, that the expedi- 
tion has utterly collapsed, and the design 
been abandoned ; and that, inatend of 
going to Formosa, in view of the change of 
policy on the part of the present Sovereign 
of Corer, the expedition will be directed 
thither, in order to be the first nation 
to make a treaty with the Coreans. 
A rumour has also found its way from 
Pekin to the effect that the Chinese Go- 
vernment: are so irate at the presumption 
of the Japanese in sending an expedition 
to Formosa, that there isa probability of 
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their making a reprisal by taking possession 
of the Loo Chew group of Islands! Should 
this determination be carried out, the Ja- 
‘panese will realize the trath of the saying, 
going for wool and coming home shorn,” 
Several members of the cabinet have re- 
signed. 
jut all these statements relative to 
the expedition would seem to be con- 
tradicted by the activity with which vessels 
are being fitted ont and troops despatched 
from Nagasaki, —The only items of general 
news we take from the Herald’s mail sum- 
mary, as follows :—Plans of a scheme for 
improving the harbour of Yokohama have 
‘een prepared, and are now before the 
Government.

‘MEETING OF TREATY CONSULS. 


‘Minutes ‘of a Special Meeting of Consuls 
at Shanghai, held in. consequence of 
the Riot on the French Concession on 
Sunday, the 3rd May, 1874. 

‘The Consuls are of opinion that order 
should be maintained in the Foreign Set- 
tlements, and they are prepared to use all 
the force available on the part of foreigners, 
in concert with the force at the command 
of the Taotai, for the purpose. 

‘They are further of opinion that im- 
mediate measures should be taken by the 
French Authorities and the Taotai for the 
arrest and punishment of offenders in the 
disturbance of yesterday. 

‘They are further of opinion that it is 
unnecessary for the Consular Body to enter 
into the merits of the present difficulty, 
but they are prepared to give the benefit 
of their advice in the matter, upon the 
request of either the French 
General or the Taotai. 

They are further of opinion that no 

rsons should be permitted to appear 
publicly in the streets with arms, unless 
under authority. 

His Excellency the Taotai having been 
invited to join the meeting, and the above 
having been communicated to him, he 
agreed, after consultation, to issue forth- 
with proclamation embodying the fol- 
lowing points— 

1,—That the present dificulty was in 
course of adjustment by the proper au- 
chorities when the mob began the riot.

2.—That such demonstrations by mobs 
cannot and will not be permitted. When 
disputes arise, they should always be settled 
by the authorities, and thatany attempt by 
the populace to take the law into their own 
hands will be promptly repressed by all 
available foreign and Chinese force. 

3.—That all quiet well-disposed persons 
are called upon to discourage rioting of 
every kind, and to maintain order. 

4.—That the Chinese authorities are 
taking measures to arrest and punish the 
ringleaders in the late disturbance.

ows well that it was the rigidly exclusive 
and proscriptive policy of China as to 
Christianity, which necessitated the defini- 
tion of this toleration clause. 

What reason have we for supposing that 
Chinese religious policy is changed? If 
changed, it must be due to a conviction 
that Christianity isa beneficent Religion, 
and Christian preachers beneficent men, 

‘Lwould ask further, what reason can be 
adduced for suspicion that the influence 
gained by Protestant Missionaries will be 
used for political purposes ? 

‘Has this ever been the case? Perhaps 
tor” will point out to his friend 
suspicion is a libel, not against 
es, but against these very foreign 
Governments for which he professes #0 
strong a friendehip. 

But suppose these conditions of pence 
are considered. From which side must 
the first overtures be made? Surely from 
the Chinese? And we must then be in 
formed what is meant by the special 
protection” which preachers enjoy, now 
to be abandoned, Are they to be nation: 
ed as Chinamen ; expatrinted as Eng- 
lishmen and Americans? Are the Chineso 
horities in very deed willing, aro they 
able to ise instructions, and enforce 
them, giving full and honest toleration to 
all Christian preachers and convert 

Does our Chinese friend seo to what 
this would lead? All China iuland, coast- 
wise, must be open for trado, for travel, 
for exploration. ‘This most desirable con: 
summation will surely come ; and Mis- 
sionaries, as pioneers of civilization would 
indy accept these conditions of peace 
had they the faintest hope of the reality of 
the prospect, and of ‘the power of Govern- 
ment to make ood this, at present, 
imaginative offer. 

But I would ask in conclusion, Is there 
no other remedy? Is it not possible that 
suspicions as to Missionaries may soon 
vanish, even as suspicions with referenco 
to plans of conquest and Custom House 
honesty are now no more? Cannot our 
intelligent friend, in the Shun-paou or else- 
where, enlighten his countrymen as to the 
falsehood and foolishness of thos 
able rumours charging Missi 
practising magical arts ; and casting on 
those whose daily work it is to go about 
doing good, the lying suspicion of their 

political agents, or emissaries of a 
far darker kind, Very uch may be done 
And if ‘more defiuite steps 
are required, the Chinese Government 
must meet us at least half-way, the doors 
of the Empire must be opened’ to Chris- 
tianity, commerce, and civilisation ; let 
tions be removed, let hostility be 
laid aside, let the provincial officiais, and 
throngh them the people be enlightened 
and reassured a+ to foreign civilians and 
Missionari jet China follow Japan’s open- 
heartedness without necessarily imitating 
her headlong race, and we may yet seo 
the death of suspicion and dislike, and the 
revivification of this great Empire,

CHINESE THEATRICALS. 


‘The series of lectures, given in connection 
with the Temperance Society, was brought to 
aclose on Saturday evening’ last, when Mr. 
‘Stent read a very interesting piper on Chi- 
nese Theatricals.” Mr. C. P. Blethen pre- 
sided, and the lecture was well attended. 

‘The Lecronen said most foreigners in China 
had at one time or other visited a Chinese 
‘Theatre, or ‘Sing Song,” as it was called in 
the pidgin dialect, and every one apparently 
-went away under the impression that it had 
nover fallen to his lot before to have been in 
‘a pandemonium of unearthly sounds; re- 
ing a vow inwardly, probably, never to 
fer such an infliction ‘again. But though 
the foreigner had been bewildered by scenes 
of fighting, rushing, tumbling, and yelling, 
everything had in reality been conducted im 
the ‘most systematic manner. Of the pieces 
produced, those relating to historical events 
and characters were the most appreciated ; 
and it was worth something to hear the sup: 
pressed buzz of admiration of a noble act or 
character, 

Chinese Theatricals supposed to have 
derived their origin during the second reign 
‘of the first Emperor of the Han dynasty. 
Mention was also made of them in the San- 
kuo-chih, but the performers appeared to have 
been amateurs, But apart from these legends, 
no authentic account of theatricals was got 
4ill the period of the ‘T'ang dynasty, i.c., from 
about A. D. 620 to 906. ~1"ang-ming-huang, 
about A.D, 1702, or 172 years ago, was said 
to be the first emperor who ever took a livel 
interest in poetry, music, or theatricals. He 
established! a school for the instruction of 
himself teaching several

Tn his endeavours to obtain as much in- 
formation as possible regarding Chinese Thea- 
tricals, he had necessarily seen 2 good deal of 

players themselves, and been a frequent 
visitor to the green-room ; and he must say 
that he invariably found ‘them very obliging 
and civil, and apparently rather gratifi 
‘than annoyed at a foreigner shewing such a 
palpable interest in their affairs. But in re- 
ard to the players themselves, no matter 
how well conducted and respectable they 
might be, they were branded by Chinese law 
as disreputable, and were not eligible for 
examination for the Degrees so much coveted 
by Chinese. In one sense, this was no great 
loss, few of them being’ able to read or 
write, Constant practice made almost all 
of them familiar with the characters repre- 
senting the names of performers, plays, &c., 
and to hear them glib read off &prograinme, 
alistener would imagine most of them to be 
good scholars.

‘The Lecturer then went on 
to describe a Chinese Theatre, selecting as a 
specimen the ‘Tan-kuei “Ch‘a-yilan,” or Pek- 
ing Theatre, Canton Road, which ihe had no 
doubt some of those present had visited. Most 
Chinese Theatres in Shanghai had two per- 
formances every day all the year round, with 
the exception of festivals-and an afternoon 
‘once a week. ‘The performance opens by one 
or two characters coming on the stage and 
‘8 few appropriate lines forming a 
prologue, after which the various 
pieces were proceeded with and continued 
without cessation .till the finish, when an- 
other appropriate sentence was recited—the 
stage never being empty fora moment. N 
‘sooner was one piece finished than another fo 
lord eating foreign visitor in doubt where 
they or concluded. After going into 
somie farther minor details, the Lecturer went 
on to explain the probable reason for the 
absence of female players. Amongst north- 
emers, female characters. were always taken 
by male players. Originally women were 
used for that purpose by ‘T’ang-ming-huang, 
and doubtless not only by him but by his 
successors aud others all over the empire.

In giving these rough notes h 
Lecturer) had endeavonred to avoii 
flicting too much of a scientific, technical, 
or purely Chinese nature on his audience, 
for he knew by experience any of these 
rere alarmingly soporific in their, ffects 
He haa therefore confined himself strictly to 
generalities, and given outlines of what, if 
properly filled up and illustrated, would, he 
made no'doubt, prove a very interesting sub- 
ject. But the sketch he had given—the first 
attempt, he believed, to make the theatricals 
of the Chinese the subject of apublic lecture— 
might serve as’a basis for their own subse- 
quent observations, and might oven lead others 
to make it a matter of special investigation.

THE FORMOSA EXPEDITION. 


On Saturday last (18th) some six hundred 
soldiers intended to form part of the expedition 
arrived here from Kagosima, via Mogi. They 
had been landed at that village and thence 
marched overland to this place. On Monday 
afternoon the P. M. steamer New York, which 
has been chartered by the Japanese Govern. 
ment, arrived from Yokohama. She has 
brought down treasure and stores,’ and 
amongst. passengers who have arrived by’ her 
is Mr. Okuma, Minister of Finance, chief in 
command of the Formosa expedition, who is 
accompanied by General Le Gendre, ' The Ja- 
panese steamers Yuko-maru and Hozui-mara 








ied | arrived here the same day from Kumamoto, 





(IHiogo,) the former brought two bundred and 
eighty and the latter eight hundred soldiers, 
who were landed at the Ohato. 
following morning the British. steam 
shire, from Shinagawa, arrived with five 
lnundred and eighty more soldiers, stores, &e., 
but this vessel was only chartered by the 
‘Japanese Covers ‘to come to this place. 
Sho will leave this port early. to-morrow 
morning in ballast for Saigon, and we hear 
that sie has been engaged to convey om 
thence to Caleutta a full cargo of Rice for the 
British Government. This afternoon the 
Japanese steamer Hockai-marw arrived from 
Shinagawa, with twe hundred more soldiers. 
These troops form part of the expeditionary 
force. We hear that several officers will be 
despatched to Formosa in advance of the main 
body of troops about to proceed there from 
this place. Further detachments of troops 
are expected here shortly from Higo, and it 
stated on_ excellent authority that ‘the total 
number, including those already arrived at 
this place to join the expedition, will be about 
5,000 nen. 

The warlike preparations which have been 
made here during the week have given an air 
of activity to this place, Both the town, and 
harbour of Nagasaki have presented a bustling 
appearance not often visible, and were this 
activity caused solely by the progress of 
commeree it would indeed be a most satisfac- 
tory picture to contemplate. ‘I'he harbour, 
which by the shipping list would appear to 
be a somewhat baro one, is well filed wit 
Japanese men-of-war and’ transports, which 
are coaling and receiving supplies of stores, 
and as this necessitates the employment of 
craft to convey these supplies to the vessels 
awaiting to receive them, the harbour has been 
at times literally strown with suall native 
craft of every description. 

‘The wants of the military visitors who are 
billeted in the town, ereated a busy time 
for the native residents generally, and, the 
majority of them must certainly regard times 
of war as being infiuitely more prosperous and 
satisfactory to them than the dull monotony 
of peace. “Articles of food have, we hear, 
increased considerably in cost, oi¥ing to # 
recent demand, and there is every prosp 
that prices will continue advancing until 
farther supplies are received from the interior.

XH. B, M. SUPREME COURT.

The’ decision of the Court 
reversed, It is a well-established principle 
of law that money which has been paid on a 
mistake of facts, and which would uot have 
been paid except on the belief of the existence 
of the supposed facts which induced. the pay- 
ment, may be recovered back. In the present 
cease, the appellants paid to the respondents a 
sum’ of $259.29, both parties believing that 
this was the proceeds of certain property of 
the latter which had been intrusted to the 
former for sale, though as a matter of fact, as 

subsequently ‘appears, no‘sale had ta 
place. The cousideration, therefore, for the 
payment, wholly failed, or, to speak more 
correctly, never existed. The payment was 
founded in‘a mistake, and consequently the 
parties must‘be remitted to the: position in 
which they were before the erroneous advices 
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‘The Court below seems to have based its 
decision on the ground that the transaction was 
closed. ‘This by itself is a circumstance of no 
‘importance : it must appear further that the 
parties, in closing the transaction, intended 
to close it however the actual facts might turn 
out to be. Tf, on the other ‘band, it appear 
that they closed the transaction only on the 
understanding that a certain state of things 
which they believed to exist did exist, then, 
on its being shown that their assumed facts 
had no existence, a Court of Law will re- 
open the transaction, and not suffer either 
party unconscientiously to retain an advantage 
which he has accidentally acquired and to 
which he is not entitled.

take care of the coat. This they agreed to, 
and prisoner took the coat home with him, 
and put it on his bed, While waiting for 
the return of the coolie, he fell asleep, and 
these were the circumstances under which the 
coat was found.

It is true that, for activity, Haxxow etauds alone amid the reports received fers since last mail 
day, but even there it looks like the last-flicker of a candle, trade being forced by a dangerous extension of credit, without the equivalent 
of paying prices ; and this, no doubt, as acted as a deterrent upon our River buyers. But Tientsin is the heaviest clog. From that port 
and from the North generally, the accounts are simply sickening. They are ever the same—no business, and rates lower ; and very similar 
news continnes to reach us from Japan.
